For when this budget era ends-r- 


which must be very soon—we will bS 
where we started in 1933, but with this 
difference—that we will be so over4 
burdened with debt that we cannot 
escape by borrowing.

The budget this year on its face ex- 


hibits n deficit of 51,816,000,000. But 
actually it is far more than that. Basr 
ed on our present revenue Sources, 
it is 52,276,000,000.

"Emergency" Lasts loo Uong 


The most serious thing' about this 


budget' is -this: /When the budget 
was heavily unbalanced in 1933, after 
a promise of a billion reduction, the 
President explained that this was due 
.wholly lo emergency items. All of 
the items in the ordinary government 
departments were cut. As soon as the 
emergency passed, he explained, we 
could discontinue the emergency ex- 
enditures and we would have a bud- 
get far below 1932. 


But that is no longer true. If all 


the emergency items were taken oui 
of this budget we would still be fai 
ami away beyond the old 1932 mark. 
Increases in the ordinary expenditures 
of the government have been made ev- 
erywhere upon the most lavish scale. 


For instance, take the President's 


own department—the White House and 
its offices. In Hoover's last year the 
White House appropriation was $369,- 
000. This year it is $2,972,000. The Presi- 
dent wants 53,573,000 for next year. 


Bookkeeping "Savings" 


If you look at the budget figures 


for the Treasury you will see that the 
cost in 1933 was 5267,000,000, while this 
year it will be $164,000,000. That looks 
like a big saving. But back in 1933 
most government building was charg- 
ed to the Treasury Department. Now 
it is in a different department. 


To compare 1933 and 1941 we must 


take out all the building appropriat- 
ions which are not allocated to the 
Treasury any more. When we do thai 
we find that the cost in 1933 was 
¥145,000,000,000 and in 1941 it will be 
$1G4,000,000—or nearly $20,000,000 more. 
The same is true of most oilier depart- 
ments. 


Now there arc cuts in this budget. 


But where are they? Chiefly in the 
relief and recovery items. Here is a 
list. It totals $813,000,000. (The depart- 
mental items refer to public works 
projects in those departments and 
not to the regular departmental ap- 
propriation):

LEW1SBURG, Pa.—-W)- Ellis H. 


Parker, 'Sr., former Burlington, N. J., 
county detective convicted of con- 
spiracy charges in a sequel to the 
Lindbergh baby kidnaping, died Sun- 
day at the federal penitentiary here 
where he was serving a six year sent- 
ence. 


Director James V. Bennett of the 


federal prison bureau at Washington 
said the 68-year-old former officer, 
who built a notable career during the 
, 
j gleuth had 


suffering from an organic ereb. 


ral condition. 


He had been confined to the prison 


lospital for some time. 


Parker and his son, Ellis, Jr., were 


convicted in 1937 of conspiring to kid- 
lap Paul H. Wendel, former Trenton, 
!>J. J. lawyer. The son was sentenced to 
three years. 


The government charged the elder 


Parker, in an effort to enhance his 
reputation as a super-detective, plot- 
ted to seize Wendel and torture him 
into falsely confessing the Lindbergh 
baby kidnaping. 


Parker produced Wendel's "con- 


fession"—subsequently repudiated and 
discredited by state officials—almost 
on the eve of the execution of Bruno 
Richard Hauptmann in Trenton.

investigation of it caused a three- 
day delay in the electrocution. 


It was not until 1939—after two years 


of appeals—thai the two Parkers be- 
gan serving terms in the federal pris- 
on here. 
v 
Parker lost his 15-room house in 


Ml. Holly, N. J., by foreclosure, was 
ousted from his post as chief of coun- 
ty detectives and suffered from de- 
clining health. That he was still held 
in high esteem in Burlington county, 
however, was attented to by a petition 
bearing 8000 signatures asking for 
presidential clemency and later for a 
pardon. 


Parker began his career as a sleuth 


back in the 90s when he was known 
as the best country dance fiddler in 
Burlington county. One night while 
playing at a dance, a thief stole his 
horse and buggy. Parker trailed and 
caught him, saw him convicted. 


That incident, he said, turned him 


to crime detection as a life work.

HAMMOND, La.—Two women and 


three men perished Sunday night in a 
honeymoon airplane which crashed 
and burned in a wooded swamp after 
the pilot radioed he was lost in a dense 
fog and was going to attempt an 
emergency landing. 


The dead were: 
Pilot Don Craig, Grand Junction, 


Colo. 


Mr. and Mrs. Harry Zinunerhackel, 


Denver, Colo., socialites who were 
married last Saturday. 


Mrs. Elizabeth McSweeney Powell, 


43, wealthy Denver woman. 


Creed Hinderlider, youthful son of 


a Colorado state engineer. 


Shortly before the new Beechcraft 


cabin plane crashed into the marsh 
near the Tagipahoa river six miles 
east of here, Craig messaged the radio 
operator at the New Orleans airport: 


"I'm going to set her down or crack 


her up." 


The pilot previously told New Or- 


leans he was lost in a dense fog and 
wanted to land, although the ship still 
had an hour's gasoline left. 


New Orleans did not get a signal 


-from the plane after the pilot said he 
was going to set the ship down. 


The crash occurred about 6:30 p. m. 
The plane was a new five-place 


Yellow Beechchaft. It left Fort Worth 
for New Orleans at 3:07 p. m. after 
refueling. 


The plane, in attempting to land, cut 


a swath 300 feel long through the trees 
in the marsh. Bodies of the passen- 
gers and pilot were scattered. Wings 
of the plane were shorn by the impact 
with the treetops and trunks, and 
flames swept the fuselage. 


A jacket and other clothing for a 


child about two years old were found 
in the wreckage, but there was noth- 
ing else to indicate a child was in the

BELGRADE; Yugoslavia—(/P)-Ru- 


mania, Yugoslavia, Greece and Tur- 
key officially closed a three-day BalT 
kan Entente conference Sunday by' 
announcing a determination to stay out 
of the war and improve trade rela- 
tions among themselves. 


A communique at the ceremonial; 


ending of the meeting declared the- 
Entente would be extended for a 
seven year period and the four na- 
tions would "organize commercial ejf- 
change inside the Entente." 


Other points in the 
communique 


were interpreted by foreign observers 
as confirming the belief- that outside 
of the economic effort the four powers 
had notagreed on a close union in 
the face of war. 


These observers said Rumania, which 


came tq the conference seeking iron- 
clad guarantees against pressure by 
lermany or Russia, was turned down. 
The communique said only the four 
powers would "watch" in common 
'over the safeguarding of the rights 
of each of thern to independence and 
to national territory." 


The word "guarantee" foreign ob- 


servers pointed out, was cohspicious 
by its absence. 


A reference to the "common inter- 


ests of the four states in the mainten- 
ance of peace, order and security in 
Southeastern Europe" was interpreted 
as giving Yugoslavia a free hand to 
negotiate directly for a friendship pact 
with Hungary. 


The failure of the Entente to form 


a defensive bloc, some observers said, 
probably will result in a series of ne- 
gotiations in each nation with a larger 
power hi search of guarantees. 


Rumania, observers said, probably 


will continue trade negotiations with. 
Germany, which was understood in 
some quarters to have offered to fur- 
nish territorial guarantees in return 
for 
increased exports, 
particularly 


Greece, already allied with Turkey 


and close to Britain, was expected to 
move closer—at least economically— 
to both Britain and France.

The first thing to do in reseating 


straight chairs with removable -bot- 
toms , is to turn .the.chuir bottom sidfi 
vip and remove.Hit;•tour screws which 
bold :the seal ,in position. IvTis releas- 
es the seal. 


Tlio next step is to remove-the old 


covering and padding. Then .replace 
any worn webbing, cover with bur- 
lap and .tack in place. 


Next replace the padding nnd cover 


it.with upholstery fabric, leather,.need- 
le point, or any other .fabric suitable 
for wear. If the upholstery fabric is 
patterned or striped, be sure the cen- 
ter the design or strip on the chair 
seat. Tack .the fabric :from the .cen- 
ter ..front-to each side. Pull the' fabric 
to the back and tack it to .position 
from, center iback to side. Miter the 
corners anil lack sides,in .place. Refin- 
ish the chair following instructions 
furnished by your county home demon- 
stration agent. Replace the seat and 
screw into position.

Mound have followed .through on-the 
furniture demonstrations by making 
two chairs. One rocker, one arm chair, 
and n foot stool were mode from old 
furniture crates. New lumber was 
bought for -the arms of the rocker. 
Old cur-springs were used in making 
the upholstered -seats of the 
two 


chairs. Cotton, towsucking, and ex- 
clesior were used for the ;fourfdation. 
A .good piece of vep material was 
bought for .the outer upholstering, 
costing $3.95. The .other costs includ- 
ed tacks, screws, and bolts, which 
amounted to 85 cents. The stool was 
noicost at all since it was made en- 
tirely of scraps.
